Urine TEstTING. 


It is always interesting to compare the standards 
of proficiency of the medical and veterinary pro- 
fessions, especially those of average general prac- 
titioners—not of specialists. In many respects, 
our profession comes very well out of the com- 
parison. In surgery, for instance, the average 
veterinarian is probably a bolder and more success- 
ful operator than the average medical man, despite 
the acknowledged fact that human surgery, prac- 
tised under favourable conditions by its ablest ex- 
ponents, has attained a level to which we can 
never hope to bring our branch of the art. In 
general medicine, again, we are probably quite on 
a par with medical men; and in both theoretical 
and practical pathology we are possibly, if any- 
thing, their superiors. These remarks refer to 
the broad subjects of surgery, medicine, and 
pathology taken in their entirety; but, when we 
examine the vast number of smaller subjects com- 
prised in each, we find many with regard to which 
we are generally behind the medical profession, in 
some cases grievously so. In some, the veterinary 
. inferiority arises inevitably from the different con- 
ditions of work of the two professions; but in 
others it is at least largely our own fault. One of 
the most striking instances of the latter is the 
testing of urine. 

Urine testing has long been regularly established 
as a routine practice in the rank and file of the 
medical profession. Every doctor performs it for 
himself whenever he desires the information it 
affords; and that is very often. The average 
medical practitioner is a practised and experienced 
urine tester ; but we all know how difficult it would 
be to find a Veterinary Surgeon deserving that 
description. Ihe great majority of us have never 
once resorted to urine testing; and many have 
never given its technique a moment’s thought 
since graduating. 

Our one excuse, of course, is the difficulty of 
collecting the urine. Undoubtedly this is a real 
difficulty; but it is not unsurmountable. The 
frequency with which urine is tested in veterinary 
Colleges, especially abroad, shows that it could 
often be done in private practice. 

Urine testing is invaluable to medical men, who 
often gain knowledge by it which they can obtain 
inno other way. It would be almost as useful 
to us; and would be especially valuable in canine 
practice, upon which we must depend so much in 
the future. All Veterinary Surgeons know this 
quite well; and their all but universal indifference 
to it contrasts strangely with their attitude to- 
wards such biological tests as the use of mallein 
and tuberculin, to which they accorded a fair trial 
while their value was still unproved. 


AN UNUSUAL ACCIDENT. 


On Saturday last I was telephoned to attend 
what, to me, was a unique and most interesting 
case. 

A three year old Shire filly which was being 
“mouthed” was found at mid-day to have got its 
tongue through the centre ring of an ordinary 
snaffle mouthing bit. The ring is about 1} inches 
in diameter and to it is attached the two portions of 
the bit, also what is called here “a cape curb.” 

The portion of tongue anterior to the ring was 
very much swollen, hard and tense, very like what 
one finds in “ Wooden Tongue” and protruded 
through the ring about six inches. The ring formed 
a decided constriction of the tongue. 

Before sending for me the local blacksmith had 
tried his best to file through the ring, but only 
succeeded in sending the animal wild and unman- 
ageable. On my arrival I was told to be very 
careful as the filly would strike out with both fore 
feet, rear, and plunge forward pawing at the air. 

I made up my mind that chloroform would be 
the best and safest plan, and owing to the scarcity 
of help, decided to chloroform standing. Before 
leading animal out of stall I blindfolded, and then 
injected chloral hydrate solution subcutaneously. 

After a great deal of trouble and patience the 
chloroform muzzle was adjusted, the filly rearing 
and plunging whenever one attempted to touch 
her near the mouth; however, after inserting the 
the sponge saturated with chloroform, the filly be- 
haved better than I expected, and went down nice 
and quiet, and was soon well under the influence 
of the anesthetic. The remaining part was simple 
and the ring was filed in two, the tongue scarified 
and dressed with a mild astringent, and will soon 
be normal again. 

How the animal got its tongue through this size 
of ring seems a puzzle as, since the accident, I have 
tried, but only with difficulty, to push my middle 
finger through a ring on a similar bit attachment. 

I think the case may prove interesting to your 
readers.

OXALZMIA IN THE Domestic ANIMALS. 


J. Roger has published, in the Bulletin de la 
Société de Médecine Vétérinaire, an account of this 
condition. Oxalzemia is the retention of oxalic acid 
in the blood. It determines oxaluria, which ma 
be defined as the presence of oxalic acid in the 
urine. Oxalemia stands in the same relation to 
oxalic acid as uremia, hemoglobinemia, glycemia, 
do to urea, hemoglobin, and glucose respectively. 
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Oxalemia, as a morbid entity, is unrecognised in 
veterinary science. Oxaluria, which is a symptom 
of oxalemia, has been observed by a few authors 
(Malkmus, Cadeac, and Friedberger and Fréhner), 
who have recognised the significance of hyper- 
oxaluria. Roger, in his paper, attempts to demon- 
strate the importance of the question from a veter- 
inary point of view, and reports some clinical 
observations. 

Normal oxalemia is very slight indeed. Physio- 
logical oxaluria is constant in the domestic ani- 
mals; its degree oscillates, but is always slight. 
In the pathological condition, on the contrary, the 
quantity of oxalic acid augments considerably both 
in the blood and in the urine; and, to be able to 
appreciate its variations, it is essential to know the 
bio-chemistry of oxalic acid. 

Oxalic acid may be of exogenous or endogenous 
origin. Exogenous oxalic acid is that which exists 
in the food. Endogenous oxalic acid, which is 
much more important, is that which is produced in 
the organism during the breaking up of certain 
foods, which do not contain preformed oxalic acid. 

All foods are not oxaligenous. Normally, the 
balance of oxalic acid is such that the blood only 
contains traces of it; and the organism gets rid of 
it either by organic combustion or by the kidneys. 

In the pathological condition, oxalemia may be 
brought about by different mechanisms—by intest- 
inal fermentations, by insufficiency of the liver, 
which does not detain the acid proceeding from the 
intestine, or by an oxaligenic condition of the 
hepatic cells, also by retardation of nutrition and 
by defective elimination. All these mechanisms 
may coincide in greater or less degree. 

ormally, oxalic acid is eliminated by the kidneys 
in the form of oxalate of calcium. Certain drugs, 
such as belladonna, opium, pilocarpine, and eserine, 
determine medicamentous hyper-oxaluria. The 
urinary elimination has been proportional to the 
oxalemia; but only the quantitative estimation of 
the oxalic acid in the blood can reveal the oxalic 
retention. 

It is necessary, in urinary examination, to dis- 
tinguish between apparent oxalemia and real oxal- 
@mia. In the first, which is normal, the microscope 
reveals only one or two crystals of calcium oxalate 
with others of carbonate. In the second, which is 
pathological, in addition to the crystals, oxalic acid 
‘exists dissolved in the urine, and can be demon- 
strated by chemical tests. The author gives direc- 
tions for this, and also for the quantitative estima- 
tion of oxalic acid in the blood, which is very 
difficult, and in the urine, which is much more 
easy. 

Oxalic acid, in cases of retention, differs from 
uric acid in its behaviour. Uric acid has a great 
affinity for the cartilages, and determines wricemic 
gout. Ovxalic acid, on the contrary, is particularly 
attracted to the neuro-musucular system, and more 
especially by the nervous system. 
he author has observed numerous cases of oxal- 


gemia, under different clinical forms, in the domestic 


animals. The most common form is a muco-mem- 


In this muco-membranous enteritis, there is no 
fever. Tenesmus is present; and, on straining, the 
first material passed is a frothy liquid as clear as 
water, in which float some mucous flakes or some 
larger bodies of the same nature. This is followed 
ty the expulsion of small shining balls of feces, 
which may or may not be coated. The liquid por- 
tion of this defecation wholly gives the impression 
of an expectoration, and is equivalent to the “ intes- 
tinal expectoration’ which Laségue has described 
in man. The liquid part of this serous “intestinal 
expectorate’’ contains mucin; the concrete part is 
poor in anatomical elements and rich in calcareous 
sediments, in which oxalate of calcium predomin- 
ates. Sometimes, instead of being serous, the 
intestinal expectorate is muco-purulent, streaked 
with blood, and rich in cellular elements and in 
microbes. Under the influence of a modification 
in diet, purgatives, and alkalies, a return to the 
normal condition is effected in a few days. These 
are cases of an elimination of oxalic acid by the 
intestine, with more or less considerable irritation 
of the mucous membrane. 

The author has also observed uremic nephritis 
complicated with oxralemia, hepatic insufficiency with 
oxaluria, and purpura hemorrhagica with oxalemia, 
In all these cases, the diagnosis of oxalemia was 
made after quantititave estimation of the oxalic 
acid in the urine. 

From these observations, the author believes that 
oxalemia is entitled to a place in veterinary path- 
ology, in which it may sometimes play an important 
part.—(Revista de Higiene y

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 
Mr. J. WILLETT, F.R.c.v.s., London. 


Gentlemen,—In the first place, I hope you have noi 
come here this afternoon expecting a long “ Presidential 
address,” for if you have you will be grievously disap- 
pointed. As you are aware, I reluctantly agreed to re- 
main in the Chair for another year, although I would 
much have preferred to have vacated it and made way 
for a more energetic man. The meetings during the 
past , although instructive, have not been well 
ended ; this, to certain extent was unavoidable, 
owing to the considerable number of our members who 
are on active service, and the extra strain thrown on 
those remaining. There are a few who are endeavour- 
ing to “ on” during the war by attending the 
meetings, and thus —— the Association from 
lapsing into a state of coma ; for if continued long in 
that condition, strong measures would be needed to 
resuscitate. 

We are living in strenuous times, and we shall con- 
tinue to do so after this war has finished ; and it is pos- 
sible we may have many lean years following. What is 
the position of our profession to-day? e are all 
“doing our bit,” either in or out of the army. Those 
who have joined up are doing their duty in the different 
war zones: some in isolated places where they seldom 
see or hear of any of their friends; some have gone 
“West”; some are prisoners of war; one, my late 
assistant, was taken prisoner at Kut, and is now some- 
where in Turkey ; no doubt wondering when it will all 
end, and longing to see England and home again. And 
then those of our members in Egypt, who have not the 
facilities for leave that those in France have, how their 
dear ones at home must long for a sight of them. I have 
a brother in Salonica, so I speak from experience. The 
army is taking all it ibly can of our men, and 
rightly ; and still, like Oliver Twist, asking for more. 

e question here arises, how many of them will be 
content to settle down as assistants when demobilisa- 
tion begins? I am not going to pursue this subject 
further, for time only will show. 

I am glad to see that the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons received such good support from voluntary 
subscription last year, and I have every confidence that 

will be even better supported during 1917. 

e have to deplore the death this year of Mr. James 
F. Simpson, the oldest member of this Association, 
whose support in its early days, went far to make for 
its success, the loss of whose genial presence during 
these later years, through illness, was a cause of general 


~ egret. I would have liked to be present at the funeral, 


but I did not receive our Secretary’s letter until it was 
too late, otherwise I would have been there to represent 
you. As you know, Mr. Male was present, and a wreath 
was sent. 


If you have not already heard, you will all, I know, 
be grieved to hear of the death of Mr. W. Shipley, of 
Yarmouth, which was announced in Tuesday’s evening 
paper. Upon seeing it, I communicated with our Sec- 
tary, and it was decided to write a letter of condolence 
and also to send a wreath. Mr. Shipley’s death will be 
felt as a great loss, both in our profession and out of it ; 
for his unfailing courtesy and genial personality made 
him a friend to all who knew him, and his untiring 
efforts in the cause of charity, were beyond all praise. 
He was a man whom we could ill spare, and his death 
will create a void which it will be hard to fill. 

There are no pressing questions before the profession 
at the present time which need discussion, but I think 
all of us are glad that the Council of the R.C.V.S. have 
decided to go back to the two examiners per subject at 
the professiona] examinations. One feels that there is 
a better chance of a uniform examination, and less like- 
lihood of any feeling of injustice should a student fail. 

I don’t know of any Society in Britain that owes 
more to its Secretary than this does. Both he and Mrs. 
Male have devoted much time to it, and have allowed 
their house to be the place for meeting, accompanied 
always by their generous hospitality and unfailin 
courtesy ; but it is very disheartening to him to fin 
the amount of work done by him repaid with so small 
an attendance. May I here make a special appeal to 
those members who are at home to use every endeavour 
to be present at our meetings during this year. If you 
will do this we shall be well repaid, and I am sure you 
will not lose by it. What we want at present are 
morbid specimens and recorded cases, even if the diag- 
nosis or prognosis was not always correct. There is 
oftentimes more to be learnt by a failure than by a 
success, for usually the failure means a post-mortem 
and you often find more than you bargained for, and 
complications undreamed of. 

There are very few members who have either the 
time or the inclination to sit down and write a “Paper” 
at this period, but there are are many of you who might 
contribute without writing a word, by searching your 
memories for obscure and interesting cases you toned 
met with, and thus provoking discussion which might 
help others—not only at the meetings, but, when the 
discussions are published, other members of our pro- 
fession in remote parts of the country. 

In conclusion, 1 am going to relate the history of a 
case which to me was interesting, and also I have 
brought the specimen for your inspection. 

The subject, a black gelding, rising 5 years: was 
found in the early gy | slightly lame on the off 
hind, but kept raising it from the ground, evidently 
suffering considerable lancinating pain after putting 
weight on the limb. He had been recently shod so the 
first diagnosis was that he was either nail-bound or 
pricked. The foot was carefully searched without 
result, and the limb thoroughly examined without 
tinding any heat or pain on pressure. The following 
day I had the shoe again removed—without result, as 
the pain still continued. The animal walked fairl 
sound but on trotting the lameness was severe, wit 
partly flexed fetlock and a disinclination to put the heel 
down 
My second idea was that I had a case of fractured 
navicular bone todeal with. I ordered him to be put 
in slings with a poultice on the foot. The following 
day I made a further examination of the foot without 
finding anything definite. I forcibly flexed the fetlock 
and pastern without result, I watched him carefully, 
and sometimes he would put his full weight on the limb 
for a short time and rest the other, but after doing this 
he would lift his foot from the ground continually. 

Up to this time I could detect no heat or swelling ; 
about the sixth day I found him flinch on pressure on 


the inside of the fetlock, so ordered fomentations and 
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poultices over that region. This did not relieve the

condition in spite of the constant pain. 

The question of the cause was now narrowed down 
to either fracture of part of the os suffraginis or ulcerative 
arthritis, and I must confess that until I saw the bones 
after they had been boiled out I was prepared for 
either. If you examine the specimen before you, you 
will see it is a well marked case of ulcerative arthritis. 
This is one of the failures before mentioned which 
prove very instructive. I was also struck with the 
extraordinary thickness of the bone in the metatar- 
sal for so young an animal, and therefere brought that 
bone also for you to see. I omitted to mention this 
horse was a three-parts bred animal of the charger 
type. In closing 1 must apologise for the rambling 
nature of this address, but I hope nevertheless we may 
have a good discussion.

The PREsIDENT proposed that a note of sincere 
condolence be sent to the family of the late Mr. Shipley, 
as had already been done to the family of the late Mr.

CasEs oF INTEREST. 

The curious case brought before the meeting by Mr. 
Willett was then discussed ; and the President’s wish 
that many other cases of interest might be brought 
forward met with an unprecedented response, greatly 
adding to the interest of the gathering. 

Mr. McInTosH said, it occurred to him that the case 
referred to by Mr. Willett might have been caused by 
a knock or other external violence. 

Mr. PaRKER thought it must have been some carti- 
- lesion ; and the President concurred. 

r. MALE said it looked as if there had been a star 
fracture from an injury from outside violence, the 
inflammation extending upwards from the joint. 

The PRESIDENT said if the injury were from outside 
they would have expected the symptoms to commence 
from external part. For a long time the horse evinced no 
pain on pressure, there was no heat, and the leg was 
not swollen. Had it been on the outside of leg he 
would have said the injury was caused by a kick fon 
a next horse; but it was the inside of pastern. Of 
course, he might have struck it with the other hoof. 

Mr. MALgz said that with such arthritis as described 
the animal would probably have shown some signs of 
lameness earlier, if it had formed from natural causes. 

The PRESIDENT agreed. Judging from the pain and 
excessive lameness they would expect a fractured 
navicular, but nothing of the sort was found. The 
horse was in slings two months, and the place poulticed, 
but nothihg could done for him. The cartilage must 
have been involved by the ulceration. 

Mr. Mate: As showing the serious injury that 
could be inflicted by a horse in the stable ; about two 
months ago a throughbred, which had recovered from 
pneumonia and pleurisy, got down; and when they 


Mr. Paver briefly told the history of a horse which he 
had under treatment some years ago. It bolted, and 
smashed the pastern into absolute pulp. The orders 
were that the animal must be treated and he put it in 
slings for between three and four months ; and eventu- 
ally though very lame for a long time, the horse 
became perfectly sound, and was now trotting with a 
meat van twice a week between Camberley and London 
thirty miles each way. The bone was probably broken 
into thirty or forty pieces. 

Mr. CoLEMAN recalled a similar case of a horse which 
was hunted, and ran in races afterwards ; the smashed 
bone having perfectly united. He produced the bone 
before this Association four or five years ago. 

Mr. Matz asked the opinion of the meeting as to the 
comparative chance of a successful healing of a frac- 
tured pastern in the front or hind limb. As far as his 
experience went the chance of success what not nearly 
so great in the hind as in the front. He had had dozens 
of cases in front limbs that had healed ; but he had 
only had one case in the hind limb, and that did not 


Ropy anp Fever In Cows. 


Mr. Coteman showed samples of “ropy” milk and 
cream from a Jersey cow which had had milk fever for 
the fifth time, each time giving “ropy” milk and cream. 
In sending him those samples the owner wrote that the 
cow’s milk and cream had always been satisfactory after 
heating to 160 degrees, until the previous day, when it 
went wrong even after that treatment. Strange to say, 
when the cow went out to grass the milk resumed its 
normal appearance in every way. Last year his (Mr. 
Coleman’s) son took samples, and the milk was full of 
micrococci. When the cow had milk fever this year he 
injected the udder with a solution of lysol. 

Mr. Paver said such a condition of milk was not un- 
common. 

Mr. Mate thought it a rather remarkable record for 
a cow to have milk fever and recover five times. 

Mr. CoLEMAN added that the cow was a great fay- 
ourite, and that the lady to whom it belonged wouldn’t 
have it killed under any corsideration. He had always 
found the first attack to be the most virulent. 

Mr. Paver had had several cows which had the fever 
three times, and had calved three times afterwards 
without it. 

Mr. Ma.e believed that milk fever usually got more 
severe as the cows went on from time to time—which 
was the exact opposite of Mr. Coleman’s experience. 

Mr. PARKER: That is what I find. 

Mr. DuNN mentioned the case of a cow which died 
quite lately after a third attack. They injected oxygen 
and used other remedies, but without effect. 

Mr. Mate had found that if they used distilled water 
and a weak solution of antiseptic in injecting the udder 
they did not get udder troubles anything like so much 
as if they used ordinary water. But he had now given 
up fluids altogether. He found pure oxygen acted asa 
stimulant as well; it answered the two purposes more 
satisfactorily than anything else.

PUNCTURED FOOT. 


Mr. Paver had a case of punctured foot—on the hind 
foot of a hunter mare, on which he would like the 
opinion of the meeting. The puncture was into the 
navicular bursa, and whatever he did the foot remained 
in a highly septic condition. The coronet was now 
much swollen, and there was a discharge of pus and 
synovia from several places. An army veterinary sur- 

n saw it first, and said there was nothing the matter, 
and that the mare could work without a leather or any- 
thing ; and this was the result. 

Mr. Mate said he saw this case with Mr. Pauer soon 
after it came in his hands. There was only a small 

nctured wound, and not much swelling of the leg; 
at they both gave a very guarded prognosis. A little 
pus and. synovia were discharging, and absolutely anti- 
‘septic precautions were taken. Personally, he thought 
the. only thing to do now would be to have an operation 
and strip the frog to get at the condition. 

Mr. Paver remarked that if he injected in the actual 
puncture, which was half-way up the frog, it came out 
quite clear at the heel. The mare cost £120 or mere, 
and they wanted to give her every chance. She had 
wasted a lot. 


HEART DISEASE A SEQUEL TO LAMINITIS. 


Mr. Parker had an interesting case in which a three- 
year-old Shire stallion, which cost £360 at the end of 
the season, had an attack of laminitis, which passed off 
in three days.

A _ post- 
mortem showed that one of the kidneys had completely 
gone, and the valves of the heart showed disease. To- 
wards the last the horse’s legs swelled a bit, but he 
never lost his appetite. 


CHOREA. 


Mr. CoLEMAN asked if any member had had any ex- 
perience in the treatment of chorea in dogs! He hada 
valuable collie showing the symptoms, and he seemed 
to be getting worse. The first time he saw it was shortly 
after Christmas, and a week ago it was dead. He had 
found in some cases the animal would get well if given 
plenty of time. He knew of one case of a dog which 

1 no treatment at all, and afterwards took a prize at 
a show.

normal, but the bladder had to be relieved twice a day. 
light brain trouble had been shown now and then. 
The spirits were excellent, and the appetite enormous, 
and the temperature of the hind legs always normal. 
The PRESIDENT suggested the injection of small quan- 
tities of turpentine under the skin over the affected 
region. 


Mr. MacCormack suggested that the paralysis was 
due to a case of embolism. 

Mr. Mate doubted if this was a case of embolism. 
Paralysis was very common in long-backed dogs. They 
dragged their hind legs, and sometimes there were signs 
of spinal meningitis and brain trouble, and a few dogs 
went completely paralysed. Mr. Gray had described 
the disease as a cerebro-spinal pachymeningitis. 


A very hearty vote of thanks was accorded the 
President for his address, for his interesting specimens, 
and for his conduct in the chair, on the call of Mr. 
Parker. 

In reply, the President thanked the members for 
attending, and for the interesting discussion they had 
contributed.

‘“*PROFESSIONAL EVIDENCE.” 


Sir,—When reading in V.R. report of action against the 
R.S.P.C.A., I was struck by the conflicting evidence given 
by the V.Ss. on both sides. 

I wonder, if the V.Ss. on defendants’ side were called in 
the ordinary way to attend this mare, would their advice be 
the same as they mentioned in Court? If so, it may interest 
them to know that I had two cases which from the reading 
of the case seem to be similar, an account of which I give 
from memory. 

Case I A tarm mare, five years old, had side of her hoof 
taken away and coronary band broken by a wheel passing 
over it. When I saw the animal it was bleeding, and been 
for two hoars. I used the hot iron, and then applied hot 
tar, and advised owner to get a boot made, which he did 
and put iton. On two subsequent visits I found it necessary 
to remove horny granulations, and each time I had to resort 
to iron to arrest bleeding, and then applied tar as before. 
After three months mare was fit for work, and I saw her 
after she had walked twelve miles under a cart, and she 
was walking sound, but jogged lame. The owner said the 
mare never showed any symptoms of pain except that she 
did not bear weight on the injured foot for some time after 
accident. 

Case II. A bullock had horn completely removed off 
outside claw of one foot, by a heavy float: the accident 
happened outside my premises. The hemorrhage was 
profuse: I applied tourniquet, and hot iron and tar, and 
advised a boot. He was taken home in a float, and fattened 
and sold for £20 (before the war). 

In the evidence in case against R.S.P.C.A., one V.S. says 
mare would not recover, and that a novice could see that 
the mare could not get better. What must I be? 

Another witness states, disregarding the question of 
pain, the mare was of no value, and as a b mare she 
would have been of no value if she recovered. 

How often do we hear of animals apparently of very little 
value, perhaps £5 or £10, worth hundreds of pounds at 
the stud. 

I should not like to swear that an animal would be of no 
value at the stud—unless an animal similar to the one 
described in Case II. of mine.—Yours truly,

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
E. Lyne Drxson, M.R.¢.v.s., Margate. 


Gentlemen,—I rise with a considerable amount of 
pleasure to thank the members of this Association who 
are present, for having kindly elected me again to the 
Presidential Chair. Personally I disagree with the 
method of re-electing a member to the position of 
President. Whether in Municipal, Club, or Masonic 
life, I am of opinion that. others should ‘have the 
opportunity, if they so desire, to fill the position which 
it should be their ambition to attain 

The exception, however, is doubtless due to the great 
international struggle that has for the last two anda 
half years been taking place. It is just three years 
ago, almost to the day, viz:—January 16th 1914, that 
I was elected President of this Association at the 
Annual Meeting held at the Mount Ephraim Hotel at 
Tunbridge Wells, when you will remember that. we had 
a most successfal gathering, followed by a recherché 
dinner, about forty, including ladies being present. 
Mr. James Crowhurst vacated the chair, as President 
on that occasion, after having had two very successful 

of office. 

The first and practically the last meeting over which 
I presided was at Tonbridge, on May 13th 1914, Mr. 
Morris of Uckfield, you will remember, giving us an 
excellent paper on “Immunisation and the Country 
Veterinary Practitioner,” there being twenty of our 
members present. 

The two years preceding my Presidency, (the Associa- 
tion having been formed in 1912) Mr. James Crowhurst 
filled that honourable position as first President. 
During his term of office, you will possibly remember 
the very excellent work that was accomplished. The 
object of the Association, was to bring together 
practitioneis of Kent, Surrey and Sussex in closer 
contact, for, first and foremost the cultivation of friend- 
ship where otherwise it could not possibly exist, 
Secondly, the discussion of subjects, and interchange of 
opinions, relating to veterinary science. Thirdly, to 
cement our friendship so that we might help each other 
and bring us in closer contact, thus creating a more 
fraternal feeling, and Fourthly, to combine to look 


after our personal and professional interests. Now 


Gentlemen, I claim that, so far, this Association has 
achieved all that it set out to do. 

Members who otherwise would never have met, have 

learned to respect each other, friendships which hitherto 
existed have been cemented, differences have 
buried and forgotten and relegated to the background, 
whilst our store of knowledge has been considera 
augmented by the interchange of ideas ; and last, but 
not least, we have ena improved our financial 
position by an increase in fees from public bodies, 
through deputations from this Association. I have no 
hesitation in saying that never was the outlook of the 
Veterinary Profession brighter. The Tuberculosis 
Order had just come into force, Veterinary Inspectors 
fully aware of the responsibilities thrust upon them 
left their practices in large numbers to attend the 
Tuberculosis Post Graduate Course in London ; Vet- 
erinary Practioners seeing the rapid evolution which 
was taking place in the substitution of the Motor for 
the Horse, appeared to be concentrating all their efforts 
in forging themselves to the front in taking their proper 
place in positions which should be allotted to them in 
matters appertaining to Public Health, but then came 
the Declaration of War in the following August, since 
when, until recently, for various and cogent reasons no 
meetings have been held. At that time we had a 
membership of 54 on our books. The principal reason 
for seriously abandoning the very successful gatherings 
that we have had was the difficulty in getting together 
a sufficient number of members to make the meetings a 
success. Fifteen of the number have joined the A.V.C 
death and other causes has claimed another nine 
the remainder are so engaged with governmental and 
local military work, as well as looking after the practices 
of those who have joined the A.V.C., that doubtios 
their time is too fully taken up to give attention 
(however willing they might be) to the claims of the 
Association which they still have, I feel sure, so much 
at heart. 
I cannot, in dealing with a slight retrospect of the 
Association, divert to other matters of interest, without 
referring to the great loss, we as an Association have 
sustained in the decease of our late friend and Secretary, 
Mr. ‘ His sudden demise was a great grief to 
us all. is capacity for work was great. His intense 
interest and love of his profession was known by all 
who came in contact with him, while his ability and 
enthusiasm for the good of this Association, in which 
he —" such keenness for its welfare, was pro- 
verbial. 

A meeting was called recently by myself with a view 
of electing a successor. About half a dozen gentlemen 
attended, when we were fortunate enough in securing 
the services of Mr. Hugh Hogben of Folkestone as Hon. 
Secretary, and from personal observation, it is evident 
that he is doing all he possibly can to worthily follow in 
Mr. Toope’s footsteps, and personally I beg to thank 
him for filling the gap. 

It was decided by the few gentlemen present at this 
same meeting to continue to carry on this Association 
in spite of the obvious difficulties which we have to 
surmount. Ours is by no means a solitary case. This 
great war has wrecked many, many homes, revolutionized 
the whole of the civilised world, ruined communities as 
well as individuals, so that the temporary inconvenience 
and the disappointment caused to the members of this 
hitherto successful Association is insignificant compared 
with the bitter losses entailed in so many 
directions. I need only refer to the postponement and 
possibly the total abandonment of the great Inter- 
national Veterinary Congress which was about to be 
held in London the very month that War was declared. 
No one can possibly comprehend the vast amount of 


unselfish work which had been performed by many 
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gentlemen for months previously to bring it to a 
successful issue. 

Gentlemen,—This Association must be run at all 
costs, even if by only half a dozen. We must keep the 
home fires burning until this war, whether it be long or 
whether it be short, is over, when I trust the numerous 
members, many of whom are serving their country, will 
once more take the opportunity (I feel sure they will), 
of reuniting and joining us in participation of the 
pleasures of professional intercourse and social 


oyment.

Mr.F.C. Grutarp gave some interesting notes on 
Clinical Cases, the discussion on which was postponed 
to a future date. 

Post-mortem specimen. The PrestpEnt exhibited an 
enlarged fetlock and an enormously enlarged kidney 
from a young heifer, eighteen months old, which came 
up from*the marsh the previous month. It was got u 
with a good deal of difficulty, and he attended it wit 
no favourable result. The animal was extremely lame, 
and the fetlock joint very much swollen, which was be- 
lieved to be the result of an injury down at the marsh. 
The animal became extremely thin and emaciated, and 
he suggested to the owner that the swelling of the fet- 
lock joint was possibly, and in all probability, due to 
tuberculosis. It got into that condition that when it 
got down it could not get up. When slaughtered, it 
was found to be affected with generalised colaseatiatin 
the joint, as shown, tuberculous, and the kidney indur-
